Claims 72-77 and 81 have been canceled, because they direct to non-elected species. 

2. Claims 30-31,33-43,46-52,78-80,82,102-103,105-110,114-144 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's remarks are 
persuasive. In particular, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach either in singly 
or in combination a method of bonding two structures together comprising among other steps, 
depositing low temperature grown semiconductor bonding layers on first and second structures 
by molecular beam epitaxy (MBE) at a temperature of at most about 100°C .
